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The petitioner, Joseph B. Thompson, appeal s from the Sullivan County Criminal Court’sdismissal
of his petition for post-conviction relief, in which he challenged his 2001 jury conviction of
misdemeanor theft on the groundsthat hereceived i neffective assistance of trial counsel and that the
trial court committed certain errors. The state has moved this court to affirm the order of dismissal
pursuant to Tennessee Court of Crimina Appeals Rule 20. We sustain the motion and affirm the
order.

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MEMORANDUM OPINION

The petitioner asserts that a Sullivan County jury convicted the petitioner of
misdemeanor theft on January 30, 2001, and the petitioner did not file adirect appeal. Hefiled the
petition for post-conviction relief now under review on or about May 4, 2004. The post-conviction
court found that the petition was barred by the post-conviction statute of limitations and dismissed
the petition.

When no appeal is taken from a conviction, a post-conviction petition challenging
that convictionisbarred unlessit isfiled within one year of the date on which the judgment became
final. Tenn. Code Ann. 8§ 40-30-102(a) (2003). Thus, in the present case, the petition was barred,
and the criminal court properly dismissed it.



The order of the criminal court is affirmed pursuant to Rule 20 of the Rules of this
court.
